It also authorizes
the United States Marshal to appoint spe-
cial Deputy Marshals to assist the saper-
visors of election, and prescribes their
powers and duties, and authorizes them to
call to their ald the bystanders or posse
comitatus of the District. It also provides
for the appointment in each Judicial Dis-
trict of a chief supervisor of elections, and
preseribes hli_:u:owem and duties. It ex-
tends the jurisdiction of the United States
Cireuit Court to all cases, in law or equity,
arising under the act. It also provides
that hereafter all elections for representa-
tives in Co (to which the whole bill
is sonfined) shall be by ballot, written or
psinted, anything in the laws of any State
to the eonu'nrﬂa notwithstanding.

CLOISNG CRACKS IN STOVES.—IL ma
be convenient to know a reandy method of
closing up , which are not uncom-
mon in cast-iron stoves; and we are as-
sured that the following receipt is a relia-
ble one:

Good wood ashes are to be sifted through
a fine sieve, to which is added the same
quantity of clay, finel
er with a little salt. The mixture is to be
moistened with water enough to makea

aste, and the crack of the stove filled with
it. This cement does not peel off or break
away, and assumes an extreme degree of
hardness affer befng heated. The stove
must be cool when the application is made.
The same substance may be used in set-
tingin the plates of a stove, or in fitting
stove pipes, serving to render all the joints
perfectly tight.
